5 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
6 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

9 (A) IN THIS SECTION, "BED AND BREAKFAST ESTABLISHMENT" MEANS A
10 LODGING OR ROOMING HOUSE AS DEFINED IN § 9-201 OF THE PUBLIC SAFETY
11 ARTICLE HAVING EtcHF FRVE EIGHT ROOMS OR LESS FOR RENT.

12 (B) A BED AND BREAKFAST ESTABLISHMENT ISEXEMPT FROM ANY

13 REGULATION GOVERNING FOOD SERVICE FACILITIESTHAT ISADOPTED BY THE
14 DEPARTMENT OR A LOCAL GOVERNMENT RELATING TO THE CONSTRUCTION OR
15 INSTALLATION OF COMMERCIAL GRADE KITCHEN EQUIPMENT IN THE BED AND
16 BREAKFAST ESTABLISHMENT.
